Full Text of New York Snn's Editorial Denonncing 
Jodge Parker's Speech of Acceptance and 
the St. Loois Platform 



The New York Sud, one of the most force- 
ful independent Demoeratie newspapers in 
America, which sapported McKinley in 18% ami 
UtOO, vij{orouiily criticized Roosevelt for the 
last two years and hoped to tke last that it 
mi(bt be able to anpport the nominee and plat- 
form of the St. Lonis Convention, cre.'»ted a 
sensation in journalistic and political circles in 
the East by ita iaatant repudiation of Jodce 
Parker after listening to bis speech of ac- 
ceptance, and its urpquivocal declaration in 
favor of Roosevelt and Fairbanks. The Son's 
stand ia aaid to kave iaadeadiitiMt impraaaioa 
apon the .^oand Money Demoorata wko had been 
inclined to retam to the Demoeratie fold ia the 
expectation that Judge Parker woold rbo su- 
perior to bia party and ptatferm. The Ban's 
famous editorial is reprinted in full below, from 
its issue of Thursday, August lltb, the day fol- 
lowing tbe notileatioo ceremonieB at Esopns.
